Consolidating and amending the Laws relating to 
County Prisons in Ireland. 



HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Laws relating to County Prisons in Ireland : Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and the Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The County Prisons Short Title. 
Consolidation Act (Ireland), 1859.” 

II. This Act shall commence and take effect from the Eirst Day Commence-

10 of November One thousand eight hundred and fiity-nme, ana shall Extent of 
extend to Ireland only. Aat 

III. After the Commencement of this Act shall be repealed the Repeal of 
several Acts and Parts of Acts specified in the Schedule (A.) hereto c s ' 
annexed to the Extent therein indicated, and also all other Enaet- 

[Bill 86.] A ments 
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merits inconsistent with this Act ; but this Repeal shall not extend 
to — 

1 . Any of the said Enactments which repeal any former Enact- 
ments ; 

2. Anything duly done, any Right acquired, or any Liability 5 
incurred under any of the said Enactments previous to the Com- 
mencement of this Act ; 

3. Any Measure which may be necessary for supporting any 
Proceeding taken, or for the Recovery of any Penalty for any 
Offence committed, previous to the Commencement of this Act. 10 

IV. Notwithstanding such Repeal, every Member of a Board of 
Superintendence, and every Person holding any Office or Employment 
under any of the said repealed Enactments at the Commencement of 
this Act, shall continue to hold his Office or Employment, and to 
enjoy any Emolument thereto attached, or Compensation to which he 15 
may be entitled in respect thereof, until he be removed under the 
Provisions of this Act ; and until so removed he shall be subject to 
the like Regulations in all respects as if he had been appointed under 
this Act, except where it shall be hereby otherwise expressly provided. 

V. In the Construction of this Act the following Rules of In- 20 
terpretation shall be adopted : 

“Lord Lieutenant” shall include any Chief Governor or Go- 
vernors of Ireland for the Time being ; 

“ Chief Secretary ” and “ Under Secretary ” shall mean re- 
spectively the Chief Secretary and Under Secretary to the Lord 25 
Lieutenant of Ireland ; 

“ County ” shall include any City, County of a City, County of 
a City and Town, or County of a Town, and any Borough or 
Place, the Prisons belonging to which shall, at the Commencement 
of this Act, or by any Law hereafter made, be supported by 30 
Presentmen ts ; 

“Assizes” shall include Presenting Term, and where the Context 
so requires shall also include the Occasions upon which any Grand 
Jury, Council, or Body authorized by Law to make Presentments for 
the Support of Prisons subject to this Act shall be duly assembled 35 
according to Law for the Purpose of making such Presentments ; 

“ Grand Jury ” shall include any Council or Body authorized by 
Law to make Presentments for the Support of any Prison subject 
to this Act; 

“ Treasurer of the County ” shall, as regards the County of 40 
Dublin, include the Finance Committee, and shall extend to any 
Person or Persons in any County of a City or Town, Borough or 
Place, the Prisons belonging to which are supported by Presentments 

who 
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who shall perform Duties in relation to such Place analogous to those 
of the “ Treasurer of the County ” in Counties ; 

“ Secretary to the Grand Jury” shall, in Places being Counties “Secretary 
within the Meaning of this Act and in which there shall be no such j u ^ e .,? ian<i

Duties towards the Fiscal Body therein analogous to those of the 
Secretary to the Grand Jury in Counties at large; 

“ County Prison ” and “ Prison ” shall mean any Gaol or House 5 
of Correction which at and previous to the Commencement of this 
10 Act shall have been, or which by any Law hereafter made shall be, 
supported by Presentments, and shall also include the Four Courts 
Marshalsea and Bridewells in such Portions of this Act as expressly 
relate to such Marshalsea and Bridewells, unless such Construction 
be inconsistent with the Context ; 

15 “ Person ” shall include Corporation, whether sole or aggregate ; 

“ Governor ” shall include Keeper of a Prison ; 

“ Poor Prisoner ” shall mean any Prisoner, whether Debtor or 
otherwise, in any Prison or Place of Confinement subject to the 
Provisions of this Act, who shall require to be supported by the 
20 Prison Allowance, notwithstanding that such Prisoner would other- 
wise be entitled by Law to support himself in such Prison or Place 
of Confinement; 

“Hardened Offender” shall mean any Prisoner who shall be “Hardened 
known to have been imprisoned Three or more Times for a Period offent3e1 ' ;

“ Juvenile Offender ” shall mean any Prisoner whose Age shall “Juvenile 
appear to the Prison Authorities not to exceed Sixteen Years ;

“ Clerk of the Crown ” in any Place being a County within the “ Clerk of

VI. And with regard to the Office of Inspector General of County 
Prisons, the following Regulations shall be observed : 5 

1. The Lord Lieutenant shall from Time to Time appoint Two 
fit and proper Persons to be Inspectors General of County Prisons in 
Ireland, removable at the Will and Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant • 
and each of such Inspectors General shall receive such Salary and 
Allowances as the Lord Lieutenant shall direct, subject to the Jo 
Approval of the Commissioners for the Time being of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, which Salary and Allowances shall be payable quarterly 
out of any Moneys appropriated by Parliament for the Purpose. 

2. It shall be the Duty of the said Inspectors General, from 
Time to Time, and whenever they shall see fit, to visit any Prison 15 
or Bridewell subject to the Provisions of this Act, and to examine 
concerning the due Performance of the Rules and Regulations for 
the Time being lawfully in force ill relation thereto respectively, 
and also concerning all Matters connected with the Expenditure, 
Discipline, or Regularity thereof, and to examine on Oath all 20 
Persons whom they shall think proper, touching any Matters con- 
cerning the same; and it shall be lawful for such Inspectors 
General, whenever they shall think fit, to make a Report in rela- 
tion to any such Matters as aforesaid to the Lord Lieutenant. 

3. It shall be lawful for tlic Lord Lieutenant to apportion the 25 
several Counties into Two Circuits for the Purposes of this Act ; 
and each of the said Inspectors General shall, once at least in every 
Year, go round One of the said Circuits and visit and inspect every 
Prison and Bridewell subject to the Provisions of this Act within 
such One of the said Circuits respectively, and shall go round the 30 
said Circuits alternately in each succeeding Year, so that every 
Prison and Bridewell shall be visited by each of the said Inspectors 
General once in every Two Years at the least; and they shall in 
each Y car make a Report upon the Prisons so visited by them 
respectively, which Report shall be transmitted to the Chief Secre- 35 
tary on or before the First Day of April in each Year, and shall 

be laid before both Houses of Parliament, and shall contain a general 
Statement of the Progress of Prison Discipline in each District, as 
well as a special Report upon the State of each, with a List of all 
Prisoners of every Class, and such additional Particulars as the 
Lord Lieutenant shall from Time to Time require. ^ 

4. After such Visits respectively each of the Inspectors General 
shall deliver to the Secretary to the Grand Jury of each County a 
Copy of his Report as to the several Prisons and Bridewells therein 

respectively 
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respectively, in order that the same may by them be laid before 
the Grand Juries of the Counties to which such Reports shall 
relate at the next ensuing Assizes or Presenting Term ; and every 
such Report shall contain an Account of every Prison and Bride- 
5 well within the said Counties respectively ; and if any Inspector 
General shall, in any Report or Return required to be made by 
him, knowingly state anything false, he shall be thenceforth in- 
capable to hold the said Office, and shall lose and forfeit the same. 

5. The Inspectors General, or either of them, shall make out a 
10 regular Dietary Table for each Prison and Bridewell subject to 
the Provisions of this Act, setting forth the Quantities and 
Descriptions of Food for each Day in the Week to be allowed to 
each Prisoner therein ; and such Table shall be submitted to the 
Lord Lieutenant, and may be altered and amended as the Lord 
15 Lieutenant shall think ft, and when finally approved of by the 
Lord Lieutenant shall be adopted and strictly adhered to in such 
Prison or Bridewell until a new Table shall be duly prepared 
and approved of under the Provisions hereof, and a Copy 
thereof shall be placed in a conspicuous Part of every Prison 
20 or Bridewell to which it applies ; provided that either of the 
Inspectors General may alter or vary such Table from Time to 
Time, subject to the Approbation of the Lord Lieutenant, and 
such altered Table shall, when so approved, be adopted and 
adhered to in place of the former Table until again varied or 
25 amended in manner aforesaid. 

0. It shall be lawful for either of the Inspectors General of 
Prisons, with the Approbation of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, 
to regulate and determine the Establishment of each Prison or 
Bridewell in respect to the Prison Requisites and necessary Staff 
30 of Officers which shall from Time to Time he required for the 
due carrying out of the Regulations in force therein ; and it shall 
be lawful for any of the said Inspectors General of Prisons, at his 
or their annual Inspection of each Prison and Bridewell, to ascer- 
tain the Deficiencies of the Prison Dresses, Beds, Bedding, and 
35 other Articles therein, and to order a Supply of the same, and the 
said Articles shall be preserved in the Stores of such Prison or Bride- 
well, to be issued to such Prisoners as shall be entitled thereto ; and 
it shall be lawful for the Local Inspector, or any other Officer of 
such Prison or Bridewell, by Order of the Inspectors General, or of 
40 either of them, to present to the Collector of Inland Revenue of the 
District in which such Prison or Bridewell is situate an Account 
of the Expense incurred by such Supplies of Deficiencies, certified 
by One of the Inspectors General of Prisons according to the 
Forms in the Schedules (D.) and (E.) annexed to this Act, or in any 
45 similar Forms respectively approved by the Lord Lieutenant; 
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and. such Collector of Inland Revenue is hereby required to admi- 
nister an Oath to such Local Inspector or other Prison Officer of 
the Accuracy of such Account ; aud such Collector shall there- 
upon pay to the said Local Inspector or other Officer the Amount 
of such Account out of any Public Moneys in the Hands of such 5 
Collector j and the Grand Jury of such County shall make Pre- 
sentment to the said Collector of the Amount of such Payments at 
the next succeeding Assizes. 

7. The Inspectors General are hereby empowered to require, 
of any Officer of any Prison or Bridewell subject to their Inspection 10 
to make to them any Report or Return in relation to such Prison or 
Bridewell, or the Prisoners therein, and every such Officer is hereby 
required to make and furnish the same ; aud they shall have Power 
to require the Board of Superintendence to furnish them with 
any Maps, Plans, or Specifications in relation to any Prison or 15 
Bridewell, or any Improvements to be made therein under their 
Contract, and the Expense of preparing such Maps, Plans, and 
Specifications shall he deemed a Part of the necessary Expenses of 
such Prison ; and all the Forms and Schedules contained in Schedule 
(B.) to this Act annexed shall be observed in every Prison and 20 
Bridewell, as the Case may be, until altered under the Provisions of 
this Act, or by other competent Authority. 

And with respect to the Government, Regulation, and internal 
Management of County Prisons, be it enacted as follows : 

VII. Every County Prison and Bridewell shall he subject to the 25 
local Government of the Board of Superintendence of the County, 
which shall consist of not more than Twelve or less than Eight 
Persons, of whom One Half at least shall be Justices of the 
Peace of the Comity to which the Prison or Bridewell belongs ; 
the Grand Jury of every County, except the County of the 30 
City of Dublin, shall at the Spring Assizes in each Year, with 
the Approbation of the Court, appoint the Members of such Board 
of Superintendence, hut all existing Boards shall continue until 
removed in the Government of their respective Prisons : Provided that 

in the event of any Vacancies occurring amongst the Members of any 35 
Board of Superintendence during their Year of Office, it shall he 
lawful for such Board from Time to Time themselves to fill up such 
Vacancies ; and any Members so newly appointed shall continue to be 
Members of such Board until the Expiration of such Year. 

VIII. In the County of the City of Dublin the Lord Mayor, 40 
Aldermen, and Burgesses of the said City, by the Council of the 
Borough, shall, on the Tenth Day of January in every Year, and 
subject to the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, appoint Twelve 

Persons 
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Persons being Burgesses of the said City, and One Half of whom at 
least shall be Justices of the Peace for the County of the said City, 
to be a Board of Superintendence of every Prison belonging to the 
County of the said City, supported in part or in the whole by 
5 Presentment, and not being a Portion of a different County ; and save 
as aforesaid, such Board of Superintendence shall have and be subject 
to the same Powers, as to Appointment of Officers or otherwise, and 
to the same Duties, Regulations, and Provisions as are in this Act 
contained with respect to the Boards of Superintendence appointed 
10 by Grand Juries. 

IX. The Powers and Duties of the Board of Superintendence shall 
be as follows : 

1 . The Powers lawfully vested in any Board of Superintendence 
may at all Times be exercised by any Three or more Members 
15 present at any Meeting duly assembled, save where it shall be 
otherwise hereby expressly provided ; and each Board shall at their 
First Meeting after their Appointment elect One of their Members 
to be their Chairman, and in case of the Absence of the Chairman 
from any Meeting, the Members of the Board then present shall 
20 elect One of such Members to be Chairman for the Meeting ; and 
every Question shall be decided by a Majority of Votes (the Chair- 
man, whether permanent or temporary, having a Vote) ; and in the 
event of an Equality of Votes on any Question, the Chairman for 
the Time being shall have an additional or casting Vote. 

25 2. It shall be lawful for the Board of Superintendence from 

Time to Time to alter, amend, or repeal the Byelaws for the Time 
being in force in any Prison or Bridewell under their Control, and 
from Time to Time to make new Byelaws for any such Prison or 
Bridewell, or for any new Prison or Bridewell of the County, and 
30 the same shall be submitted to the Lord Lieutenant ; and it shall 
be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall so think fit, to alter 
such Byelaws or to make Byelaws additional thereto, and to 
certify under the Hand of the Chief or Under Secretary that such 
Byelaws as submitted to him, or altered or added to, are proper 
35 to be enforced ; and in case the Board of Superintendence shall 
neglect for the Space of Three Calendar Months after being re- 
quired so" to do by the Inspectors General of Prisons to make any 
such Byelaws as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, by Writing under the. Hand of the Chief or Under Secretary, 
40 to make such Byelaws, and from Time to Time to repeal, alter, or 
add thereto, and to make others ; and it shall be further lawful for 
the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall so think fit, from Time to Time 
himself to alter any Byelaws for the Time being in force in any 
P.rison or Bridewell, or to make any new Byelaws therefor ; and 
45 any Byelaws whatsoever so approved by the Lord Lieutenant, or 
[86.] A 4- made 
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made by the Lord Lieutenant himself, and all Byelaws for the 
Time being in force in any Prison or Bridewell, shall be printed 
and posted therein, and shall be obeyed as the Standing Regulations 
thereof; and it shall be lawful in such Byelaws to provide for the 
Classification of Prisoners of each Sex in any County Prison, or for 5 
the individual Separation of all or any of the Prisoners confined 
therein, with due Regard to their proper Supervision, religious and 
moral Instruction, and Employment. 

3. The Board are hereby required to appoint all the Officers of 
every Prison or Bridewell under their Control ; that is to say, for 10 
every County Prison they shall appoint a Local Inspector, Chaplains, 
Medical Officer, Governor, Deputy Governor, Matrons, a School- 
master, a Schoolmistress, Trades-instructors, Turnkeys, and such 
other Officers, male and female, as according to the rated Establish- 
ment for the Time being in force in such Prison shall be required; 15 
and they shall appoint such Salaries and Allowances for all such 
Officers as, in proportion to the Nature and Extent of their re- 
spective Duties, shall be reasonable, with Power from Time to 
Time to alter such Salaries so appointed by them as Occasion 
may require; and all such Salaries shall be deemed necessary 20 
Expenses of such Prison : Provided that no Officer shall be entitled 

to receive such Salary or Allowance unless he or she shall, to the 
Satisfaction of the Board, have discharged all the Duties attached 
to his or her Office by any lawful Authority for the Time being in 
force. 25 

4. If the Board shall neglect to appoint any Officer who shall be 
required, according to the rated Establishment for the Time being in 
force in any Prison or Bridewell under their Control, for the Space 
of Two Calendar Months after they shall have been called upon to 
make such Appointment, by Writing under, the Eland of an 30 
Inspector General of Prisons, the Lord Lieutenant may, if he shall 

so think fit, appoint such Officer; and the Board of Superintendence 
shall thereupon appoint a reasonable Salary for such Officer, who 
shall in all respects be regarded as if he or she had been originally 
appointed by the Board. 25 

5. All the Officers of every County Prison or Bridewell may 
from Time to Time be removed by the Board of Superintendence; 
and if, in the event of any such Removal, another Officer in the 
Place of the Officer so removed shall be required by the rated 
Establishment then in force in such Prison or Bridewell, the Board 40 
shall forthwith appoint an Officer to the Vacancy so created. 

6. The Appointment of every Officer, except the Chaplain and 
Medical Officer, of every Prison and Bridewell shall, in the first 
instance, be probationary only ; and the same shall require to be 

confirmed 
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confirmed by the Board at a Meeting at which One Half of the 
entire Number shall be present, to be held not sooner than Three 
or later than Six Calendar Months from the Date of the proba- 
tionary Appointment; and (except in the Case of the Local 
5 Inspector) unless the Local Inspector and Governor, or, in the 
Case of the Governor, unless the Local Inspector shall have 
certified in Writing to the Board that the Conduct of such Officer 
since his or her probationary Appointment has been in all respects 
satisfactory; and the Board shall enter such Certificate in their 
10 Minute Book, and shall forthwith transmit a Copy thereof to the 
Inspectors General of Prisons ; and every such Appointment so 
confirmed shall be laid before the Lord Lieutenant for his Approval; 
provided that, if the Board shall not, at a Meeting held within the 
Period of Six Months herein provided, confirm such probationary 
15 Appointment, or if they shall at such a Meeting refuse to confirm 
the same, or if the Lord Lieutenant shall refuse to approve of any 
Appointment so confirmed, and shall notify such Refusal to the 
Board, the Officer so appointed shall cease to hold his Office, and 
the same shall become vacant from the Expiration of such Period 
20 of Six Months, or from the Date of the Meeting at which the 
Board shall so refuse to confirm the Appointment, or from such 
Notification by the Lord Lieutenant, as the Case may be. 

- 7. In case an Inspector General of Prisons shall certify to the 

Lord Lieutenant that in his Opinion the Conduct of any Officer 
25 of any Prison or Bridewell requires Investigation, the Lord 
Lieutenant may, if he so think fit, by Writing under the Hand 
of the Chief or Under Secretary, direct the Board of Superinten- 
dence of such Prison or Bridewell to hold an Inquiry into and 
investigate on Oath the Case of such Officer, and the Inspectors 
30 General, or One of them, may take Part in such Inquiry ; and the 
Board, and also such Inspectors or Inspector, shall report to the 
Lord Lieutenant their respective Opinions in the Matter ; and the 
Board shall at the same Time forward to him a Copy of the 
Evidence taken at such Inquiry, and thereupon it shall be lawful 
35 for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall so think fit, by Writing 
under the Hand of the Chief or Under Secretary, to direct the 
Board of Superintendence to remove such Officer, stating in such 
Writing the Cause of such Removal ; and if the Board shall neglect 
to dismiss such Officer for the Space of One Calendar Month, the 
40 Lord Lieutenant may by such a Writing as last aforesaid remove 
such Officer, and thereupon, or in case the Board shall themselves 
have removed such Officer, the Board shall proceed to appoint 
another Officer in the room of the Officer so removed. 

8. No Officer of any County Prison or Bridewell who shall be 
45 actually appointed to his or her Office, after the Commencement of 
this Act, except the Deputy Governor and the Schoolmaster, and 
[86.] B School- 
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Schoolmistress, and Trades-instructors shall hold more than One 
Office therein or in connexion therewith. 

9. It shall be lawful for the Board of Superintendence, in case of 
the Sickness or unavoidable Absence of anjr Officer of any Prison 
or Bridewell under tlieir Control, to appoint a duly qualified Person 5 
to act as the Substitute of such Officer during such Sickness or 
unavoidable Absence; aud in any such Case the Name and 
Residence of such Substitute shall be entered by the Board of 
Superintendence in their Minute Book, and during the Sickness or 
unavoidable Absence of such Officer such Substitute shall be 10 
deemed to hold the Office to which he shall be so temporarily 
appointed. 

10. In case any Officer of any County Prison or Bridewell shall 
become incapable of executing the Duties of his or her respective 
Office by reason of confirmed Sickness, Age, Infirmity, or per- 15 
manent Bodily Injury, or in case any Officer shall have served as 
an Officer of a Prison or Bridewell for a Period of Thirty Years, 

it shall be lawful for the Board of Superintendence, if they shall so 
think fit, upon the Recommendation of the Inspectors General of 
Prisons, and on the Resignation of such Officer, to appoint for 20 
such Officer a Superannuation Allowance, upon such Scale, with 
reference to the Amount of his or her Salary and Period of 
Service, as the Case may seem to require, not exceeding the Pro- 
portions which by the Act pased in the Fourth and Fifth Years 
of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, Chapter Twenty- 25 
four, are directed to be observed in respect of the Superannuation 
Allowances of Persons holding Offices in the Civil Service of Her 
Majesty; provided that no such Allowances shall be appointed 
for any Officer who shall have served in a Prison or Bridewell for a 
Period less than Ten Years, unless it shall be made to appear to 30 
the Board, upon a Medical Certificate or otherwise, that such 
Officer has been so incapacitated as aforesaid by his or her Service 
in such Prison or Bridewell ; and every Superannuation Allowance 
so appointed shall be deemed a Part of the necessary Expenses 
of the County Prison. 35 

1 1. The Board shall from Time to Time inquire into the Conduct 
and Treatment of the Prisoners in every such Prison or Bridewell 
respectively, and of all Persons concerned in the Government or 
Management thereof, or holding any Office or Employment therein, 

or relating thereto respectively, and they are hereby authorized to 40 
examine on Oath an} 7 Officer or any other Person in relation to the 
foregoing Matters ; and once at the least in every Month One or 
more Members of the Board shall personally visit every Cell in 
any County Prison under their Control and every Prisoner con- 
fined therein : They may, at their Discretion, at any Time receive 45 
any Representation from any such Prisoner as to his Treatment or 

Condition, 
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Condition, and inquire into the same, and shall, without Delay, 
attend to any Report in relation to the Treatment or Condition of 
any such Prisoner made to them by the local Inspector, Governor, 
Chaplain, or Medical Officer. 

5 12. The Board shall provide that every Prison and Bridewell under 

their Control shall be kept in constant Repair, and shall contain 
such Accommodations, and shall be supplied with such Provisions, 
Clothing, Utensils, and other Requisites as shall be necessary for 
maintaining the same in a thorough State of Efficiency, and that for 
10 that Purpose the same may be rebuilt, altered, enlarged, or repaired, 
and supplied with Water, lighted, warmed, and ventilated, artificially 
or otherwise ; provided that the Expense of rebuilding, altering, 
enlarging, or repairing any Prison or Bridewell by and under the 
Directions of the Board shall not exceed the Sum of One thousand 
15 Pounds ; and the Expenses incident upon the carrying out of the 
Purposes aforesaid shall be deemed necessary Expenses of the 
Prison or Bridewell. 

13. Previous to each Spring Assizes the Board shall forward to the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury of the County to which they belong a 
20 certified Estimate of all the necessary Expenses for the ensuing 
Year of every Prison and Bridewell under their Control ; provided 
that by no such Estimate shall any greater Sum than Five hundred 
Pounds be charged for the rebuilding, altering, enlarging, or repair- 
ing of any Prison or Bridewell ; and the Secretary shall lay such 
25 Estimate before the Grand J ury at such Spring Assizes ; and in 
case the Foreman or any other Member or Members of such Grand 
Jury shall consider that such Estimate is either excessive or defi- 
cient in Amount, such Foreman or such Member or Members may 
submit such Estimate to the Judge of Assize, who shall inquire 
30 into the same ; and such Judge of Assize may increase, diminish, 
or amend the same, as to him shall seem fit ; and the Grand Jury 
are hereby required, without any previous Proceedings at any 
Presentment Sessions, to present the Amount of such certified 
Estimate, to be raised by half-yearly Instalments off the County at 
35 large, and the Treasurer of the County shall pa}- the same to the 
Board of Superintendence, or their Order, as he shall receive the 
same ; and in case the Grand Jury shall refuse or neglect to make 
such Presentment, the same shall be inserted and raised by an 
Order of the Judge of Assize, or of the Court at any Presenting 
40 Term, which Order shall have the Force of a Presentment, and the 
Sum or Sums therein mentioned shall be applotted, raised, and 
levied accordingly, as if the same had been inserted in a Present- 
ment duly made at the Assizes or Presenting Term at which such 
Order shall be made ; and the Board shall, at the next Spring 
45 Assizes, lay before the Grand Jury a verified Statement of their 
Expenditure of the Sums so levied and paid to them, and shall 
[86.] B 2 retain 
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retain any Surplus remaining in their Hands for the Purposes of the 
ensuing Year. 

14. The Board shall also forward to such Secretary of the Grand 
Jury, previous to each Spring Assizes, a certified Account of all Ex- 
penses necessarily incurred or contracted by them in relation to any 5 
such Prison or Bridewell in the previous Year, and for which Provision 
shall not have been made by such certified Estimate so laid before 
the Grand Jury at the preceding- Spring Assizes ; and the Grand 
Jury shall examine such certified Account, and shall make Present- 
ment, without any previous Proceedings at any Presentment Ses- 10 
sions, for so much of the Amount thereof as shall appear to have 
been properly expended, and such Amount shall be levied accord- 
ingly* and in case the Grand Jury shall refuse or neglect to make 
such Presentment, such Amount shall be inserted and raised by an 
Order of the Judge of Assize, or by the Court, in the Manner 15 
herein-before mentioned in the Thirteenth Clause of this Section. 

15. The Board shall have Power to receive Tenders and to enter 
into Contracts with any Person or Persons for the Purpose of sup- 
plying any Prison or Bridewell under their Control with all such 
Prison Requisites as are mentioned in the Twelfth Clause of this 20 
Section ; and in case of the Execution of any Works for the Purpose 
of rebuilding, altering, enlarging, or repairing any such Prison or 
Bridewell, or of supplying the same with Water within the Limits 

as to Expenditure in that Clause specified, they shall appoint a 
Committee consisting of not less than Three or more than Six of 25 
their Members to be Commissioners for the Purpose of superin- 
tending the Execution of such Works ; and such Commissioners 
shall proceed in the same Manner in all respects in relation to receiv- 
ing Tenders, entering into Contracts, preparing Specifications, and 
making Purchases and Compensation for Injuries, and shall have 30 
the same Powers and Duties in all respects as the Commissioners 
appointed by the Grand Jury under the Twenty-sixth Section of 
this Act. 

16. In case any Fire or other sudden Accident shall happen in 
any Prison or Bridewell, and there shall not then be any Funds 35 
in the Hands of the Board available for the Repairs thereby made 
necessary out of the Moneys levied in pursuance of the Estimate 
mentioned in the Thirteenth Clause of this Section, it shall be lawful 
for the Board to cause an Estimate and Valuation to be forthwith 
made for the Sum necessary for the Repair and Preservation of such 40 
Prison or Bridewell, and to cause such Repair to be made ; and 

thereupon it shall be lawful for such Board, having first made Inspec- 
tion of the said Damage, to make an Order under their Hands on the 
Treasurer of the County to pay to any Person specified in such Order 
such Moneys as may be necessary to complete such Repair, which 45 
Moneys the Treasurer shall thereupon pay if he then has at his 

Disposal 
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Disposal Money of the County sufficient, for the Purpose ; and if 
he shall have no Moneys so available, it shall be lawful for the 
Board to present an Account of the Moneys so required to the 
Collector of Inland Revenue of the District in which such Prison 
fl or Bridewell shall be situate, which Account shall be verified by a 
Member of the Board, and may be in such Form as the Lord 
Lieutenant shall direct ; and thereupon such Collector shall pay 
the Amount [to the Board out of any Public Moneys in his Hands, 
and the Grand Jury of the County shall make Presentment to the Ami report 
10 said Treasurer or the Collector, as the Case may be, for the ‘J,' e 6 ctol ,_ 
Amount so paid at the next succeeding Assizes ; and in the event General of 
of any such Accident happening it shall be tbe Duty of the 
Board, as soon afterwards as conveniently may be, to forward a c .es."s .5.

15 17. All Prison Requisites shall be supplied under Contracts to Borf may

be entered into between the Board and the Persons supplying contracts for 

the same; and every such Contract shall be in Writing, signed P^on^Re-^ 
by a Member of the Board and the Contractor, and a Minute 1 U1S1 eS} 
thereof shall he entered by the Board in their Minute Book : 

20 No such Contract shall be valid unless the Contractor shall have 
given Security for the due carrying out thereof in such an Amount 
as to the Board shall seem fit, such Security to be by Bond to 
Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, and to be delivered to the 
Clerk of the Peace of the County, and filed by him among the 
25 Records of the County. 

18. If it shall be expedient to purchase any Prison Requisites Botu-d^aay 
for any Prison or Bridewell without the Execution of such a formal tp ] De 
Contract as in the last Clause mentioned, it shall be lawful for the provided 
Board at any Meeting to direct any Officer of such Prison or to 

30 Bridewell to purchase such Requisites for ready Money, and in 20 1 . 
such Case the Board shall place the necessary Moneys required 
for such Purchases in the Hands of such Officer, provided that the 
Sum so directed to be paid at any One Meeting shall not exceed 
Twenty Pounds. 

35 19. In case of any Action or Suit at Law or in Equity instituted Board may 

in respect of any such Contract made under the Provisions of Clause ^ d a J n th e 0 
Seventeen of this Section, the Board may sue and be sued in the Name of

Local Inspector shall he made distinctly to appear. 

20. No Member of the Board, nor any Officer of any Prison 
or Bridewell in such County, shall enter into any such Contract 
with the Board as aforesaid ; and if any such Person shall enter 5 
into any such Contract, or shall directly or indirectly derive Profit 
from the same, contrary to the Provisions hereof, he shall for every 
such Offence forfeit any Sum not exceeding Five hundred and not 
less than Fifty Pounds, to be recovered by any Person who shall 
sue for the same in any of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of 10 
Common Law at Dublin. 

21. The Board shall make Provision for carrying out all Sen- 
tences to Hard Labour passed on any Prisoners under their Control, 
and shall give Directions for keeping all other Prisoners supported 
on Prison Allowances to Work of such a Kind, not being severe, 15 
as shall be determined by any Order to be made by them in that 
Behalf, and no Person shall be put to Hard Labour who has not 
been convicted of some Offence and sentenced to Imprisonment with 
Hard Labour for the same. 

22. If any Persons, not being poor Prisoners as aforesaid, who 20 
shall be committed for Trial, shall be willing to be employed in 
such manual or mechanical Work or Labour as can be conveniently 
executed or done in the Prison or Bridewell to which they are so 
committed, the Board of Superintendence shall have Power, by an 
Order in Writing, to authorize the Employment of any such Pri- 25 
soners, with their own Consent, in any such Work or Labour as

in default of paying the said Sum the Offender shall be liable to 
be imprisoned for any Period not exceeding Fourteen Days ; and

1 Peace, or other Officer, who shall take or demand any Fee, 

. Gratuity, or Reward, is thereby subject to a Penalty of Five

14. Any Justice of the Peace for any County may, at his own

intendence ; and when a Report of any Abuse in any Prison shall

4. He shall, in accordance with a Form to be furnished to him 
by the Inspectors General of Prisons, prepare an annual Return of 
all the Prisoners brought to Trial within the Year preceding such 
Return in or for the County to which he belongs at any Assizes, 
or Special or General Commission of Oyer and Terminer, or 
General Gaol Delivery, or at Quarter Sessions; and he shall in 
such Return specify the particular Crime of which such Prisoner 
was accused, and the Sentence of the Judge (if any) at such Trial, 
and whether such Sentence has been executed, or whether the 
whole or any Part thereof has been remitted ; and he shall transmit 
such Return to the Inspectors General of Prisons within Thirty 
Days after the First Day of January in each Year, transmitting 
therewith the original Returns from which such Return is made ;

Hire or Emolument to any Person any Room or Portion of ail}*- 
Prison, whether the Portion allotted to him for his own Residence 
or otherwise ; he shall, as far as possible, take care that no Officer 
of the Prison shall receive any Money, Fee, or Gratuity for the 
35 Admission of any Visitors to the Prison or to the Prisoners, nor 
shall he have directly or indirectly any Interest in any Contract or 
Agreement for the Supply of the Prison or the Management or 
repairing of the same. 

17- If he shall at any Time deem it inexpedient to allow 
40 any Prisoner under his Charge to associate with the other Pri- 
soners of his or her Class, it shall be lawful for him to confine 
such Prisoner with any other Class, or in any other Part of the

2. No such Works shall proceed unless and until the Plan and 
Specification thereof shall be approved by the Lord Lieutenant, 
after a Report thereupon made by One of the Inspectors Genera 
of Prisons', and such other Reports and Certificates as the Lord 
Lieutenant shall appoint ; and it shall be lawful for sue om 
missioners to enter into Contracts for the Execution of such Works 
after such Approval shall have been obtained ; and every sue 
Contract shall he made at the most reasonable Price that shall 
be proposed by the Contractor who shall he considere t e 
responsible Person to execute the same, and shall be entered by^e 
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Clerk to the Commissioners in a Book to be kept by them ; and 
before entering into any such Contract, the Commissioners shall 
give Notice Three Times at least in a Newspaper circulating in
